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iT WAS ANNOUNCED THAT THE 

PRESIDENT “FAILED WITHOUT 

LAWFUL CAUSE OR EXCUSE 
to produce papers and things as directed by 
duly authorized subpoenas issued by the 
Committee on the Judiciary of the House of 
Representatives . . . and willfully disobeyed 
such subpoenas. . . thereby assuming to 
himself functions and judgments necessary 
to the exercise of the sole power of impeach- 
ment.” 

That quote comes not from this week’s 
mounting constitutional crisis — spawned by 
Congress’s inquiry into the attorney-general 
firings — but from Article Three of the 1974 
impeachment charges against Richard M. 
Nixon. 

But make no mistake: the Bush admin- 
istration is attempting to codify Nixonian 
secrecy as official constitutional doctrine. 

It would be a perfectly appropriate, if disas- 
trous, legacy for this presidency, which has 
operated from day one with obsessive secrecy 
and unprecedented usurpation of power. 

The effects of that conduct are all around 
us, preventing us citizens from performing 
the most basic functions of democracy. We 
can’t tell whether our government has done 
a good job of protecting us from terrorist at- 
tacks when the only incidents the Bush ad- 
ministration discloses are ridiculously puffed- 
up tales, such as the “plot” against Fort Dix. 
We can’t tell whether the Iraq “surge” is 
working when the Bush administration has 
repeatedly lied about our “progress” at every 
juncture to date. 

How can we know who to vote for in the 
future if we don’t know what’s going on? 

To keep us permanently in the 
dark about our own govern- 
ment, Bush is now trying 
much further 
than Nixon ever dared 
to: he is proposing to 
toss the court’s 1974 
ruling on executive privi- 
lege in the trash, and daring anyone to stop 
him. At that time the court, while recogniz- 
ing some executive privilege for a president’s 
personal documents (though not, that 
case, the infamous secret tapes), declared 
that privilege applies only to the president, 
not to his staff. Raising his middle finger to 
today’s Congressional Democrats and the 1974 
court, Bush’s lawyer claimed on Friday that 
executive privilege extends to “discussions 
and deliberations . . . among his advisors and 
between those advisors and others within 
and outside the Executive Branch.” In other 
words, everything and everyone. 


With that declaration blanket monarchi- 
cal authority, Bush refused to comply with 
subpoenas for documents and testimony from 
his staff the firings attorneys general. 
He is also expected to reject separate subpoe- 
nas issued this past week — for information 
on the domestic-eavesdropping program — to 
the Justice Department and Vice-President 
Dick Cheney (who has agreed to be part of the 
executive branch for the purpose of claiming 
privilege). 

Patrick Leahy, of Vermont, and chair of 
the Senate Judiciary Comunittee, said this 
weekend that, if Bush does not back down, he

will call for Congress to hold the president in 
contempt. This would trigger prosecution of 
Bush, presumably leading in short order toa 
Supreme Court ruling. 

Given the dismaying and logic-defying 
decisions of this year’s court, that’s a frighten 
ing thought. As if to seal their own irrelevance, 
Senate Democrats did nothing to stop Bush from 
seating right-wing ideologues John Roberts and 
Samuel Alito on the bench for the rest of their 
working lives, and liberals have whimpered soft 
ly as the Roberts court has ignored precede 
law, and reason in their haste to undo what con 
servatives see as a century of unfortunate protec- 
tion of liberty and justice. 

Don’t think for a minute that Bush would 
be unwilling to ask his shiny new ultra-con 
servative Supreme Court to rewrite the power 
of the presidency, or that some sense of cau 
tion or principle would prevent the five-person 
conservative majority from granting his wish. 

If Bush's interpretation of executive privi 
lege stands, the executive branch of our gov 
ernment will become effectively immune from 
oversight. Congress will have no meaningful 
ability to determine what is actually happen- 
ing inside any office or agency. Presidents, 
cabinet secretaries, and staff throughout the 
government will have no incentive to obey 
laws, comply with directives, or provide truth 
ful information of any kind. 

It’s a horrifying prospect. Yet, in contrast 
with the national reaction to Nixon’s rejection 
of subpoenas, Bush’s imperial defiance has 
been greeted with a national shrug. Certainly 
there has been no suggestion that Bush's ac- 
tions constitute an impeachable offense — as 
Congress believed Nixon’s to be 23 years ago. 

Perhaps we as a nation have become so ac- 

customed to this administration's lies 
and secrecy that it’s hard to 
muster a sense of outrage 
anymore. We're just wait- 
ing for the White House 
door to hit Bush on the ass 
on his way out in January 2009. But by then, 
we may have lost our right to know what’s go- 
ing on behind it. 

Democrats must not back down. They 
should call for vote find Bush contempt 
and use every tool in their power to force the 
issue, including the threat to withhold funds, 
shut down government operations, and even 
hold impeachment hearings. 

They must also call on presidential candi- 
dates — of every party — to denounce Bush's 
view of presidential power, and to pledge to 
honor congressional subpoenas if elected. The 
candidates have beer: disturbingly mute on this 
showdown, and they, along with Congress, 
should not be allowed to get away with it. ©

That leaves 
Edwards Obama.

But given the chance part the 
historical moment nominating the first 
black major-party presidential contender, the

And Elizabeth Edwards? 

When they drop out race, losing 
candidates often endorse one their 
opponents. Suppose Edwards does poorly 
and quits point when the race 
undecided.

resist the urge congratulate ourselves 
conclude that God is on our side. 

Given the context, this was a stunning 
assessment. Even more striking, in retro- 
spect, how presciently Bacevich antici- 
pated future missteps, from the “Mission 
Accomplished” stunt the Bush Doctrine 
pre-emptive war. 

Bacevich wasn’t unknown quantity 
this point: he’d written for National 
Review and the Wall Street Journal, for 
example. But after September 11, his 
byline started appearing with increasing 
frequency newspapers and journals 
all ideological stripes. And his arguments 
seemed borne out, again and again. 

The scope his analysis increased 
well. In the mid 1990s, Bacevich had criti- 
cized Bill Clinton’s Balkan forays; decade 
later, in The New American Militarism: How 
Americans Are Seduced by War (Oxford, 2005), 
folded them into all-encompassing 
critique. (In 2002, Harvard University 
Press published Bacevich’s American Empire: 
The Realities and Consequences 
Some claim Bacevich’s arguments have 
sharpened; others think he’s been remark- 
ably consistent. But his perspective that 
disaffected patriot and self-identified 
conservative who analyzes current events 
with an academic’s depth and a veteran’s 
moral authority — has been invaluable, 
especially given the marked leftward lean- 
ings most Iraq War critics. 

Then, this past month, Bacevich received 
devastating news: his son, First Lieutenant 

Andrew J. Bacevich, a 27-year-old BU alum, 
was killed After struggling with the 
story — how big a part should the views of 
Bacevich Sr. play? the media have moved 
on. (The Herald made these views a footnote; 
the Globe made them focal point.) 

Bacevich’s challenge remains, however. 
Beyond coping with his son’s death, 
must also deal with the implications 
his loss for his role public intellectual. 
Many will conclude that criti- 
cisms now Carry extra moral weight. But 
others, including staunch Iraq War sup- 
porters and some the media, may try 
force him into the Cindy Sheehan template 
— to cast him, first and foremost, as a 
grieving parent. Given Bacevich’s track 
record, this would be a serious mistake. 


THE POLITICS DISORIENTATION 
Bacevich, who still has the gruff-but- 
affable mien Midwestern serviceman, 
traversed tremendous intellectual distance 
become the thinker today. His up- 
bringing hardly fostered sharp criticism 

of the American status quo: he grew up in 
Indiana, the child of two World War II vet- 
erans (his mother was an Army nurse, his 
father served the Coast and later 
the Army Reserve), and went from parochi- 
school Catholic boys’ boarding school 
West Point. 


The events that marked Bacevich’s col- 
lege years the assassinations Martin 
Luther King and Bobby Kennedy, the 1969 
Democratic convention, the Tet Offensive — 
shook the world-view many his peers. 
But not Bacevich’s. At West Point, he 
explained interview with the Phoenix 
this past month, “not necessarily the brave 
course of action, but the wise course of 
action, was not think too deeply about 
politics. Because if you did, you could really 
complicate your life. halfway through 
your senior year you decided, man, this 
really stupid immoral whatever 
what are you going do?” 

When arrived Vietnam begin 
one-year tour duty the summer 
1970, the Army seemed falling 
apart: “There were huge problems with 
discipline, with race, with rampant drug 
abuse,” Bacevich recalls. But his bedrock 
assumptions remained strong enough 
and his political consciousness sufficiently 
unformed that the experience left him 
“disoriented” rather than disillusioned, 
was the case with his more radicalized 
generational counterparts. After coming 
home, then, chose military career. 
just didn’t have the guts that point 
say, ‘Hey, let’s do something different,” 
explains. This self-criticism seems too 
harsh, however. Bacevich and his wife 
had just had their first child. The Army 
offered send him graduate school 

Princeton, and then set him up with a 
history post at West Point. And, of course, 
he’d just returned from Vietnam. 

Over the next few decades, Bacevich’s 
core convictions stayed intact: even today, 
he identifies as a small-C conservative 
and remains practicing Catholic. But 
the stops he made along the way — earn- 
ing PhD Princeton, and teaching 
West Point and the School for Advanced 
International Studies John Hopkins, 
where encountered intellectuals rang- 
ing from progressive historian Charles 
Beard neo-orthodox theologian 
Reinhold Niebuhr left him thinking 
far more expansively and critically than 

had young man. did the end 
the Cold War, which Bacevich says had 
undergirded his view the world since 
childhood. 

When BU hired Bacevich to teach 
international relations in 1998, then- 
Chancellor John Silber (who'd been the 
Democratic nominee for governor in 1990) 
was instrumental the decision. This 
was only fitting, since Bacevich, like 
Silber, heterodox enough appeal 
both the left and the right — an especially 
compelling quality in today’s highly par- 
tisan political environment. Granted, 
neoconservatism’s implosion has given 
liberals and old-school conservatives 
plenty opportunities make common 
cause. Still, Bacevich may the only pub- 
lic intellectual today who’s been published 
in National Review, the Weekly Standard, the 
American Conservative, the New Republic, and 
the Nation.

Yes, there was bitter irony the 
death Bacevich’s son.

For the past year and a half, freelance 
reporter Lance Tapley has been writing 
a series of articles for the Portland 
Phoenix on abusive conditions in the 
Maine prison system. Among other 
things, Tapley’s work led to the attempt- 
ed silencing of his principal source: 
Deane Brown, a convicted burglar, was 
locked up in a maximum-security, 
solitary-confinement Supermax unit 
at the Maine State Prison in Warren, 
where he had virtually no access to the

actions were not only censorious — 

they may also have violated federal con- 
sent decrees. Recently, Tapley discovered 
that, in the early 1970s, a federal judge 
in Portland ordered state corrections 
officials to permit reporters to interview 
prisoners, to allow prisoners to write 

reporters, and grant prisoners 
hearing before transferring them 
another facility (see “Maine Prison 
Bosses Violate Court Orders,” Portland 
Phoenix, June 29). 

Those federal orders are appar- 
ently still in force. Yet even after Tapley 
informed state officials about his dis- 
covery, they continued to stonewall his 
requests for access. The state’s attorney 
general, Steven Rowe, refused to say 
whether he believed the order was still 
binding. 

As Tapley himself acknowledges, 
prisoners are not necessarily the 
most credible sources of information 
regarding what goes behind peniten- 
tiary walls. But that doesn’t mean 
prison officials have right cover 
up allegations of abuse by denying 
inmates the ability speak out about 
the conditions under which they are 
being held. 

According to Neville Woodruff, 

a retired lawyer who worked on the 
lawsuits that led the three consent 
decrees, those orders remain in force 

— and the Department of Corrections, by 
not following them, may be in contempt 
federal court. 

Adds Maine Civil Liberties Union 
legal director Zachary Heiden: “Thirty- 
five years ago, the state Maine agreed 
that prisoners have rights. Those rights 
still protect inmates and protect report- 
ers concerned about the operation our 
public prisons.”

Let’s concede, for the sake argu- 
ment, that parody published 
conservative student magazine Tufts 
University, the Primary Source, was an 
example racism. the very 
least, the anti-affirmative-action exer- 
cise mock Christmas carol 
Come All Black Folk” was racially 
insensitive. 

Does matter? Should matter? 
After all, the First Amendment was 
not written protect laudatory reports 
about church picnics. Rather, its most 
important purpose protect unpop- 
ular speech, even speech that vile 
and hateful. 

Yes, Come All Black Folk” 
was offensive. (An excerpt: “O 
come all black folk, boisterous yet 
desirable. matter what your 
grades are, F’s, D’s, G’s/Give them 
privileged status/We will welcome all/ 
O come let us accept them. . .”) Still, 
it’s reprehensible that a student-faculty 
disciplinary panel would find that 
the editors of the Primary Source had 
engaged “harassment” and “creating 
hostile learning environment” 
consequence publishing that 
and other articles deemed 
objectionable. 

As a private institution, Tufts is 
not constitutionally obligated grant 
full First Amendment protection its 
students, faculty, and staff. But as a 
university, should devoted the 
highest possible level free speech 
keeping with its academic mission. 
Unfortunately Tufts, like too many col- 
leges and universities, has adopted 
speech code aimed more coddling 
delicate sensibilities than encourag- 
ing open, robust debate.

Not wanting mislead anyone, 
he stuck an “October 2004” attribution next to each of those endorsements. 

That wasn’t good enough for Mowles’s primary opponent (and former aide), 
Jennifer Duddy. Believing that prospective voters might think Snowe and Collins 
had endorsed one Republican over another, Duddy filed a complaint with the 
Maine Commission on Governmental Ethics and Election Practices. And the com- 
mission, after examining entirely accurate campaign literature, ruled 
against him, fining him token and publicizing its findings just before the pri- 
mary election. Duddy won. Mowles lost.

through August hell-bent explor- 
ing the nexus between these two art tracts. 
only were instantaneously amusing 
leaving Whoopee cushion someone’s 
chair. There are giggles “Pull Finger,” 
but some them require little effort. 

Joe Zane, a Boston-based artist and 
prankster who also the curator “Pull 
My Finger,” boils the theme down toa 
visual study high-concept comedy, taking 
inspiration directly from Andy Kaufman’s 
performance-art work. Kaufman eschewed 
straight-up joke telling, preferring rouse 
amusement from his often curious and 
objectively unfunny actions. One classic 
Kaufmanism that Zane wanted represent 
“Pull Finger” was the “put on” gag. 
such performances, Kaufman would covertly 
challenge the audience not doing any- 
thing overtly funny. (Announcing, for exam- 
ple, that was going read Fitzgerald’s 
The Great Catsby, which would draw approving 
titters from the crowd, and then going 
to actually read the novel. In retrospect, the 
performance was hilarious, but the audi- 
ence was, essentially, the butt of the joke, 
which presented challenges to, among other 
things, selling tickets for the next gig.) 

“So often,” says Zane appreciatively, “the 
‘humor’ comes from the fact that 
the only appropriate response.” 

For some the pieces “Pull 
Finger,” that paradigm holds true. Take, for 
example, Tony Matelli’s Untitled (Unknown). 
It’s sculpture anatomically correct 
vegetable man, staring sadly the droopy 
gherkin between his legs place penis. 
Same goes for video and performance art- 
ist Michael Smith’s weird illustrations, 
which seem like 
the kind thing 
bored kid would 
turn for grade- 
school art-class 
assignment. Among 
Smith’s works are 
lame sketch 
unhappy, sar- 
castic acorn tree 
like you/You like me) 
and even lamer 
pencil drawing 
satisfied refrigera- 
tor (Mmm.

Scores with low prices and upscale comfort food

I was asked recently why all the new 

restaurants are so expensive. They're 
not, I said, and pointed to Brownstone, which 
maintains reasonable prices despite its loca- 
tion on the Back Bay and South End dividing 
line. But I hadn't yet been to Geoffrey's, an 
inexpensive bistro that had flitted among 
three locations in those same two nabes, be- 
fore it left town. Now after a two-year hiatus, 
it’s returned, this time in the new hot spot 
of Roslindale Square (then again, perhaps 
it’s not such a hot spot, since this place has 
opened in one of the larger restaurant spaces, 
formerly Salute). Geoffrey's has the good old 
mix of low prices and upscale comfort food, 
so even if there are weaknesses and shortcuts, 
it makes for a good night out and redeems all 
with enormous desserts. 

Geoffrey's new space is large but odd, with 
a long indoor dining room and high café win- 
dows that open to a patio. (So far, though, the 
windows have remained shuttered in favor 
of that old summer standby: AC.) On a warm 
night, I preferred one of the many outdoor ta- 
bles to the inside, which was too cold and too 
loud. That said, the whole restaurant boasts 
something of a bar scene, though I person- 
ally did not admire the mixology. The décor is 
wine-colored dark purple with so many little 
mirrors glued to it that the walls seem like 
screens. 

As for the food, it’s pretty much all good. 
There doesn’t seern to be a breadbasket, but 
that’s just as well with large portions. The sur- 
prising star of our appetizers was shrimp cakes 
($8.95). I used to think that crab cakes offered 
more seafood flavor in the form of a composed 
patty, but that view fails to take into account 
the crunchy texture of chopped shrimp and 
the flavor that can be emphasized by the right 
herbs. Here, you get three shrimp cakes and an 
exciting hotted-up mayonnaise in which to dip 
them. Meanwhile, a grilled- sausage appetizer 
($5.95) features meaty homemade sausages 


from the Greek butcher shop next door. And the 
obligatory fried calamari ($7.95) is done well, 
with a better dip — sweet and peppery Thai 
“squid sauce” — than what usually accompa- 
nies this dish; fried rings of banana pepper add 
another jolt of spice. 

If you must have the trendy wasabi-crusted 
pan-seared ahi tuna ($9.95), you'll find it on 
the menu. Here, though, the wasabi is served 
on the side and the rare tuna slices are crusted 
with sesame seeds. As the old song says, “I like 
it like that.” You probably will too. Another 
good choice is the petite dinner salad ($3.95), 
with escarole, onions, and tomato. The only 
sub-par appetizer I tried was the “signature” 
cream of tomato soup ($2.75/cup; $3.25/bowl), 
and only because of its curdled and frothy ap- 
pearance. I'd rather a creamier and less herbal 
soup, like Campbell's. 

Main dishes are a similar mix of predictable 
and above-average fare, with points going to 
the “old fashioned meatloaf” ($9.95). There’s 
no gravy, but the dish comes with a nice to- 
mato glaze browned at the corners. The portion 
is almost the size of a building brick. And if 
that’s not enough for you, it also comes with 
a big scoop of skins-in mashed potatoes and 
grilled slices of zucchini. On the other end of 
the portion spectrum is the double pork chop 
($14.95), which is not very thick and served on 
the bone, with the meat pushed up to make 
a handle. Fret not, big eaters: it comes with 
excellent mashed sweet potatoes that aren't 
overly sweet, as well as a nice sauté of Vidalia 
onions and more grilled zucchini. 

Dr. Atkins in the house? “John’s steak tip 
salad” ($10.95) is right out of the book, and the 
marinated steak tips are competitive with any 
in town. The salad is about the size of three of 
those petite dinner salads, but dressed with 
a thick, sweet, balsamic concoction. Chicken 
and-herb-dumplings ($9.95) are also good, ex- 
cept the dumplings are a little heavy and crum- 
bly, like Mom's not-her-best matzoh balls. And 
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the herbs are nondescript. But there’s joy in 
a bowl of slightly starchy broth and plenty of 
chicken-breast meat with overcooked carrots 
and celery — that’s comfort food, Jack. 

My only reservations concerned the cala- 
mari pomodoro ($11.95), a pasta dish with no 
cohesion, despite good ingredients like fresh 
basil leaves, roasted cloves of garlic, and plenty 
of squid and tomato with limp linguini. Pasta 
quick, but sauces even marinara take 
little more time to comé together. 

Now, about the drinks: there’s a special 
menu of Champagne cocktails, and another of 
“*tinis,” which have in common with actual 
martinis only the shape of the glass. Of the lat- 
ter, a pom-tini ($7.50) had a nice paper umbrel- 
la and cute red color but no real pomegranate 
flavor. A“pucker-up Granny” ($7.50) had some 
apple flavor, but not enough to justify the 
apple schnapps and puréed apple that alleg- 
edly went into it. Of the Champagne drinks, a 
“golden girl” ($5) was a kind of mimosa with a 
little light cream. It looked like cloudy ale and 
tasted like sweetened Champagne. A “frou- 
frou” ($5) mixed Champagne, red grape juice, 
and some orange liqueur to no great effect. 
My own draught of Sam Adams Summer Ale 
($4.50) was a little spoiled at the end of the 
first gulp, but was fine with food thereafter. 

Desserts are not to be missed and are 
portioned to be shared. “The world’s great- 
est carrot cake” ($6) is at least a contender for 
the world’s largest serving of carrot cake. Fla- 
vorwise, it's the usual enriched coconut and 
ginger with cream-cheese frosting. Flourless 
mousse cake ($6) is also about double what | 
expected, but fudgy and full of chocolate, so 
it will get finished at most tables. Chocolate- 
chip bread pudding ($6) may be the pick of the 
lot, though I like a little more custard and a 
sweeter sauce. The chocolate chips are irresist- 
ible, however. And blueberry créme briilée 
($6) is entirely successful, the berries making 
something new and special of this overly 
familiar dessert. 

Service on a crowded weeknight was excel- 
lent, even outdoors. Our waiter was patient, 
knowledgeable, accurate, and had a sense of 
humor. The crowds have already found this 
place, and the prices should be no barrier to 
many happy returns. Whether the South End- 
style brunch plays in Roslindale is a question 
whose answer all the other restaurateurs will 
be waiting for.

ASHVILLE Before the digital 
universe expanded, serious 
home recording was just 
dream, or something musi- 
cologists like Alan Lomax did 
the shacks and fields rural backwa- 
ters. Well into the ‘90s, music meant 
for radio, jukeboxes, and stereos had to 
made professional studios. And 
most big-time albums still are. But 
not all studios are equal. Some were 
— as William Clark and Jim Cogan call 
them the title their 2003 book 
great recording rooms Temples Sound 
(Chronicle). And one of the holiest, at 
least diehard fans American roots 
music, has always been Nashville’s RCA 
Studio 
This year, Studio right off famed 


Music Row, where the heart of today’s 
commercial country industry beats hard- 
est, is celebrating its soth anniversary. 
The 1611 Roy Acuff Place building 
plain two-story affair. The only exterior 
mark of its history is the chink in the 
brickwork where Dolly Parton thumped 
the wall with her first car the way 
to one of her early recording sessions. 
And Studio rarity among the most 
famed sonic citadels because it remains 
intact and its doors are open civil- 
ians. The Country Music Hall of Fame 
and Museum has conducted tours the 
“House of 1000 Hits” since 1977, and 
today leases the room from the Curb 
Family Foundation — which maintains 
the space for year. 

It’s more professional-looking than 
tiny Sun Studio, the sonic temple where 


But Sam Phillips opened 
Sun Memphis seven years before 
Studio was built Nashville busi- 
nessman Dave Maddox to accommodate 
local recording interests and the 
label’s hot country producer, Chet At- 
kins. Whereas Sun looks like glorified 
one-car garage, Studio has the beveled 
walls and high ceilings that engineers 
had discovered help eliminate sonic pit- 
falls.

And many Nashville stars ascended 
both the pop and the country charts 
with songs from Studio often under 
Atkins’s production. Eddy Arnold’s 
“What’s He Doing in My World?”, Bobby 
Bare’s “Detroit City,” Waylon Jennings’s 


RCA Studio isn’t the only recording room 
that's altered and influenced the sound 
of music over the years — a number of historic 
locations have left their mark on popular culture. 
Here's a look at some of the more familiar names. 


ABBEY ROAD, LONDON Sir Edward Elgar 
was the first conductor to record at 3 Abbey 
Road, which was designed for classical music, 

in 1931. Fred Astaire and Paul Robeson also 

cut there. Then the Shadows, Gerry & the 
Pacemakers, and others brought rock and roll 
into its walls. And after Abbey Road's most 
famous band, the Beatles, cut “All You Need Is 
Love” in 1967, its place in the rock-and-roll his- 
tory books was assured. [www.abbeyroad.co.uk] 
CHESS RECORDS, CHICAGO Leonard and Phil 
Chess’s 2120 South Michigan Avenue office and 
studio was ground zero for Chuck Berry's “Johnny 
B. Goode” and Bo Diddley’s early rock gunslinging, 
and it's where the sound of Chicago blues was 
patented by Muddy Waters and Howlin’ Wolf.

ELECTRIC LADY STUDIOS, NEW YORK CITY 
The house that jimi Hendrix built at 52 West

I’ve interviewed 
lot these players, and there was 
genuine esprit corps. They had sense 
that they were creating something spe- 
cial Nashville, legacy that would 
meaningful for the city.” 

The studio was retired in 1977, when 
new and design outpaced its 
capabilities and labels lost the power 
dictate where stars would record.

The Click Five struggle with the new world disorder

ack on June 20, three tour buses 
= were lined up like impregnable 
traveling fortresses behind the 
B House of Blues in Cleveland. All 
were unattended, but the shini- 
est two were locked, with shades drawn 
and front doors and windows stuffed with 
pillows. In one of these two, I assumed, I 
was to meet the Click Five, a teen-targeted 
power-pop band comprising five former 
Berklee College of Music students. With 
worldwide tours and a Top 20 debut album 
under their tightly buckled belts, the Click 
Five, who return Boston play free 
lunchtime concert at the Prudential Center 
next Thursday, were in Cleveland as part of 
pre-release tour for their second 
Records album, Modern Minds and Pastimes, 
which came out on June 26. I knocked at 
the two shiny buses; no answer. I didn’t 
hold out much hope tried the third 
— it was far less pristine, with unblocked 
windows and an unlocked door. But when 
l opened it, | was greeted by the Click Five. 
The other buses, it turned out, were for 
Pink Martini, a world-music/lounge act on 
the Portland (Oregon) independent Heinz 
Records. Pink Martini have sold well over a 
million CDs — three times the Click Five’s 
total, despite the help MTV’s TRL, spots 
Ashlee Simpson and Backstreet Boys 
tours (not to mention the JC Penny “Rock 
Your Prom” Fashion Show), Click Five lunch- 
boxes and hair products (no joke), and “high 
priority” backing the once mighty 
tic Records. The cutesy-quirky Pink Martini 


were the House Blues’ main 
stage, course; the mainstream-ready Click 
Five were booked into side room. Wel- 
come, once more, our millennium’s mu- 
sic-scene-scrambling new world disorder. 

Said disorder could also explain why five 
competent Berklee musicians would stoop 
to conquer the much derided teenage-girl 
audience. course, there are other expla- 
nations. “We all wanted to wear tight pants 
and pick chicks,” quips the group’s new 
lead singer, Kyle Patrick, the laughter 
everyone on the bus. That includes the two 
“Cleveland friends” who are there when 
arrive, sporting skimpy party dresses al- 
satiny their bronzed legs. 

“I wasn’t sure if | wanted to keep doing 
the composition thing secretly real- 
ly, really did love pop music,” says effusive 
keyboard player Ben Romans, a little less 
glibly. “I was a nerd, yeah. But that’s why, 
you see, Berklee wound up saving me, be- 
mess, still not getting laid, you know what 
mean? would terrible.” 

Drummer Joey Zehr went to Berklee 
after his band in Hershey, Pennsylvania, 
broke up, part, says, with “the idea 
a safety-net career — my major was music 
production and engineering.

According 
to most accounts, the mastermind behind 
the Click Five Boston music-biz vet Wayne 
Sharp. Back in 2003, this former Kiss tour 
manager and Madison Square Garden execu- 
tive got in touch with three members of Os- 
car Bravo, band seen perform Berk- 
lee showcase. told the young musicians 
— keyboardist Ben, guitarist Joe Guese, and 
bassist Ethan Mentzer — that he wanted to 
manage them new group, honing them 
appeal the now-dormant, once-mighty 
teen-pop market. 2005, Sharp told the Bos- 
ton Globe that he’d sold the concept with blunt 
honesty: said, ‘If you’re interested going 
in this direction, all your friends at Berklee 
will think you sold out, and the critics will 
hate you. But right, get the 
radio, sell a lot of concert tickets, and make 
enough money set for 

far, Sharp’s predictions have been half 
right. The set-for-life sales haven't material- 
ized, but thanks his tutelage, financial 
support, and insider influence, the trio grew 
into a synchronized, suit-wearing quintet 
with a major-label debut album, Welcome to 
Imrie House, about year and Even 
so, aside from “Just the Girl,” a breakthrough 
hit penned Fountains Wayne’s Adam 
Schlesinger, the 2005 disc’s bright, youthful 
sounds mostly like the Click Five’s 
own. With Eric Dili’s clean tenor slipping 
over Guese’s grungy guitar and the straight- 
forward Pop 101 songwriting Mentzer and 


Romans, the band sound like headliners on 
Warped Tour kiddie stage. 

Modern Minds and Pastimes, on the other 
hand, marks break with the group’s 
only non-Berklee member, lead singer 
Dill, who was kicked out November, 
after the recording sessions for a second 
album had stalled out. “It was the clichéd 
story of differences within the band,” says 
Ethan. Fellow Berklee student Kyle Patrick 
joined in February, and his deeper voice 
moves the group sound from emo-lite into 
straight modern rock laced with vaguely 
80s flourishes (instead of the other way 
around, hipsters from the Killers 
Interpol it). Although the disc’s second 
half drags, the first part demonstrates real 
growth for Romans and Mentzer. They still 
collaborate with big guns like Chris Braide, 
author of Clay Aiken’s “Invisible,” but they 
also now write with like-minded newcom- 
ers they’ve befriended from Berklee Lon- 
don. (Be among the first few hundred 
check out the MySpace pages Jez Ashurst 
and Nate Campany.) Writing with others 
alone, they often play off the bright, 
rushing music with various shades loss. 
You'd almost think the theme had been 
weighing their minds. 

“Definitely there’s been lot rela- 
tionship struggles with just anyone,” says 
Zehr. “When your life changes much 
ours did, you through lot.

Gypsy Schaeffer’s formal ingenuity, plus Berklee’s Jazz Revelation Records

hroughout my notes on the 
Boston quartet Gypsy Schaeffer, 
I've written “great tune.” That's 
one important thing for you to 
know. The other is that Gypsy 
Schaeffer are a band. In jazz, neither of 
these is something to take for granted. 

You'd think a virtuoso music like jazz 
would be built on great tunes, but really 
it’s built on great players — and on the 
great tunes that only a handful of them 
wrote. There’s the book of standards, 
and then there’s Ellington, Monk, Min- 
. And who else? Not Miles, 

ollaborator, bandleader, and 
io auteur. Even the mighty Wynt 
— despite the epic reach of his writing 
hasn't given us much in the way of great 
tunes. But Gypsy Schaeffer have a knack 
for memorable forays on the short form. 

Take saxophonist Andy Voelker’s 
“What's the Deal?”, the opening piece 
from the band’s homonymous 2003 
debut. It blasts out of the gate with an 
aggressive five-beat riff that repeats and 
modulates over a hard-walking medium 
up-tempo 4/4 before Voelker’s keening, 
Jackie McLean-like alto cry introduces 
a soaring secondary theme and turns 
into a stop-time figure at the bridge. 

It’s all tight and symmetrical, a classic 
question-and-answer arrangement 
four-bar units, where what’s surprising 
is all the more so — and all the more 
satisfying — because it’s inevitable 
(“Of course!”). 

Or take trombonist Joel Yennior’s 
“Lovesick Thoughts,” from that same de- 
but album. Here’s a brooding ballad that 
deserves to be a classic. Again there’s the 
apposite call-and-response — long-toned 
opening phrases, blown unison 
Voelker and Yennior, before a beautiful, 
lyric B section. The broad harmonies that 
Yennior plays behind Voelker’s statement 
of the theme would make this a natural 
for the broad-canvas statement of a big 
band (and a good candidate for the Ei- 
ther/Orchestra, with whom Yennior has 
played since 1998). 

Gypsy Schaeffer also have the pe- 
culiar appeal the “pianoless” jazz 
ensemble. The absence of any chording 
instrument — a keyboard or a guitar — 
allows for maximum interplay between 
the two horns, more room for bass and 
drums, and no end of tantalizing har- 
monic ambiguity. This band capitalize 
that set-up their arrangements. 
Part of what makes “What's the Deal?” 
work so well is the way Yennior and 
Voelker split off they head into that 
bridge, Yennior playing low counter- 
lines against Voelker’s melody.

“We try to interact as 
much possible fill 
the space that you don’t 
have when you don’t have 
a piano player or guitar 
player,” Voelker says when 
I get together with the 
band at one of their regular 
haunts, the Fireplace Res- 
taurant in Brookline. That 
continual use of counter 
point, the openness of the 
pianoless arrangements 
with plenty of collective 
improv, inventive use 
of standard rhythms, and 
a general blues-based at- 
titude all likewise recali 
Mingus, especially when 
they’re playing Yennior’s 
“Joisey Boys’ Shuffle” in 
the swaggering manner 
that recalls the great bass- 
ist’s “Boogie Stop Shuffle.” 

“Mingus is an influence 
anyone who writes 
jazz,” says Voelker. Well, 
maybe, but not enough. 
There’s James Merenda’s 
Masked Marvels — Bos- 
ton’s Mingus specialists, 
who've featured all the 
guys Gypsy Schaeffer 
at one time or another. 
But, other than in the Mingus Big Band, 
not too many play his music or, in Gypsy 
Schaffer’s case, recall his spirit in their 
original pieces. Like Mingus, Cypsy 
Schaeffer fiddle with standard song form 
and standard rhythms. Voelker’s “Differ- 
ence Opinion” gives the rhythm section 
the option departing from the fast 4/4 
secondary theme to play the slower 3/4 
rhythm of the primary theme under the 
soloist at any moment without notice. 

The forms can be as deceptively 
straightforward as “What's the Deal?” or 
as expansive and neck-breakingly tricky 
as “Under Construction,” Voelker’s leadoff 
tune from last year’s Portamental. (Both CDs 
are on the band’s own PeaceTime Records. ) 
Here’s an up-tempo tune with another 
classic AABA opening, but it evolves into a 
36-barsteeplechase with a tricky stop-time 
section smack in the middle and recur- 
ring double-time passages. You feel the 
form under the improvisations rather than 
count it, and that little stop time recurs in 
every chorus. The stop time was written 
a break for solo bass, but Voelker changed 
his mind in rehearsal. “1 said, ‘Let’s all try 
playing it, and then I said, ‘Okay, we’re 
going play every time,’ and the band 
said, ‘Even during the solos?’ And said, 


Portamental, the band have gotten 
even freer with form. Bassist Jef Char- 
land and drummer Chris Punis are also 
writing. (Original bassist Edward Perez 
left after the first CD.) Punis’s “Ugly 
Hand” mixes 6/4 and 5/4 with an obses- 
sive riff that could be out of Steve Lacy or 
Anthony Braxton. (“Very hard to play,” 
Voelker assures me.) And Charland’s 
“Portamental” alternates free solo sec- 
tions with portamenti (thus the title) 
by Yennior and Charland, the former’s 
trombone sliding and down like sci- 
fi theremin, Voelker playing a glissy alto 
like noir blues the fog. 

The collective spirit of Gypsy Schaef- 
fer (their name is a nod to a famed New 
Orleans “sportin’ house” that featured 
music Jelly Roll Morton and Sidney 
Bechet) and their distinctive group sound 
also set them apart — they’re not a star 
soloist with band, “not someone’s proj- 
ect,” as Voelker says. “We collaborate on 
the arrangements,” Charland says after 
their set at the Firehouse. “That gives us 
all authorship the tunes.” 


It’s almost distressing the num- 
ber of first-rate musicians who 
continue pour out the local music 
schools — what will happen to them all? 


ALL FOR ONE The sound and the tunes are what set Gypsy Schaeffer apart. 


To wit: The New Old School, the fourth CD 
on Berklee’s student-run Jazz Revela- 
tion Records. the opening track, the 
up-tempo “Stop Requested,” alto-saxo- 
phonist Alex Terrier tears through the 
changes with the power and articula- 
tion Kenny Garrett born anew. Singer 
Sara Serpa matches a light, floating 
voice with incisive phrasing and dead- 
on natural pitch in Francisco Ferro’s 
“Boiled Water,” eventful narrative 
for 10-piece band. Percussionist Marcelo 
Woloski and bassist Andres Rotmistro- 
vsky their band Tantanakuy tweak 
pan-American folk and pop with their 
own attractive big-jazz-band moves.

THE ESSENCE RUSH 


EXPERIMENTAL ARENA ROCK? 
TWEETER CENTER JUNE 


One quick glance the intense con- 
centration reflected in Neil Peart’s 
face plays the stupid drum fill 
“Summertime Blues” is all it takes to 
understand the essence Rush. This 
trio take nothing lightly, not even 

a cover tune they could play in their 
sleep attention every detail and 
fiendish complexity are what make 
Rush very Rush. Last Wednesday’s 
two-set show the Tweeter Center 
was poised halfway between stadium- 
rock kicks and arty experiments. other words, 
was typical Rush show, though one with surprising 
song choices like 1980’s “Entre Nous.” 

power trio, Rush are the missing link between 
Blue Cheer and Mission Burma. The material from 
their current Atlantic album, Snakes ¢ Arrows, which 
hides layers melody behind walls noise (and 
throws in a healthy distrust of Bush-era politics), 
bears that out. Rush’s fans are also like others 
the arena circuit: instead jumping waving light- 
ers when familiar song strikes up, they’re intent 
hearing whether Geddy Lee can still hit the high 
notes Peart throwing any new paradiddles. 
There were few signs rust except perhaps Peart’s 
tempo, which dragged bit early the show. But 
did play for three hours 90-degree heat. And they 
navigated the rock-to-reggae shifts “Digital Man” 
and the prog epic “Natural Science” well enough, 
guitarist Alex Lifeson beginning acoustically before 
building big arena-rock riff. 

Even with pair shaken-up sets that didn’t in- 
clude “2112” “La Villa Strangiato,” there were plenty 
heady mid-tempo numbers clustered early both, 
prog epics midpoint, and fist wavers toward the 
end. And there were still moments that made you 
marvel at the virtuosity. Like the one an hour into 
the second set when Peart played impeccable drum 
solo, got rest for one minute while Lifeson played 
some acoustic, and then came back to thunder his way 
through “Summertime Blues.” Frank Zappa once 
said, you can’t do that on stage anymore.

OTB meets the INS Gloucester Stage

Playwright Mike Batistick stirs the 
melting pot Ponies, brief, Mam- 
etesque dark comedy that’s getting its 
New England premiere at Gloucester Stage 
(through July 15). The setting is a seedy 
Lower Manhattan off-track-betting estab- 
lishment in the middle of a workday after- 
noon. There a Croatian immigrant flaunting 
merican, a Nigerian exile who has mis- 
placed his taxicab, and a Venezuelan cook 
without a green card study the racing form, 
develop wacky betting schemes, and needle 
one another. least, energetically hustling 
Balkans native Drazen and the illegal South 
American “Wallace” do, edgily trading eth- 
nic slurs like baseball cards. Nigerian Ken, 
the only survivor family persecuted 
in dictatorial times fueled by Shell Oil, is 
painfully sincere — though, if desperation 
dictates, he’s ready to separate you from 
your tongue, and he’ll add that he did worse 
things his West African homeland. Be- 
hind the action and magazine the 
bored cashier who accepts the wagers and 
dispenses the winnings. 

This 75-minute work had its premiere at 
the 2003 New York International Fringe Festi- 
val and has since been seen London and 
New York's Studio Dante, where it was pro- 
duced The Sopranos’ Michael Imperioli and 
starred the HBO series’s John Ventimiglia. 

It shares with American Buffalo an amorphous 
plot that involves betrayal and somewhat 
hapless yen for the cash that constitutes 
the American Dream. But the play trades 
indigenous punks for trio non-natives 
trying sew themselves into the nation’s 
post-9/11 tapestry. (Drazen proudly consults a 
Zagat guide, proclaiming that’s what white 
Americans do.) The unemployed Croatian 

is an ebullient con artist (though genuinely 
sorry about that) who introduces his appre-

hensive friend Ken to the American-dream 
shortcut betting the ponies. Ken has 
gone a more legit route, getting a work visa 
and financing a taxi that has mysteriously 
disappeared — and that he wishes to report 
missing, despite his anxiety about NYPD 
Blue. The quiet Wallace, who has grown 
loathe his Anglo-sounding pseudonym, is the 
most intense peruser of the racing form, with 
a reverence for jockeys that stems from his 
belief that they plunge themselves into hot 
horse shit keep their weight down. 

Batistick has an excellent ear, and the 
dialogue Ponies fits like tight saddle: even 
if you miss some of the slur-strewn conver- 
sation from speedy Robert Pemberton 
Drazen, what you do get, full of references 
to banana boats and Bosnian Muslims, ex- 
tends a strange bonhomie across a bedrock of 
mistrust. The play notable for its depiction 
the anxiety immigrant life, whether 
one is legal or not, and the sharpness of its 
exchange, with the cocky Drazen and the sly 
Wallace trading insults that are often witty 
well kneejerk. But when Wallace calls 
Drazen car thief, light bulb goes off 
cab-napped head, and the situation 
intensifies. 

Directed David Sullivan and played out 
against Eric suitably spare and 
grubby setting, the Gloucester Stage produc- 
tion crackles even when the play is telegraph- 
ing or confusing. Pemberton presents a 
hail-fellow opportunist who assures Ken, 
his bubbly accented English, that nearby 
Auantic City prostitution and gambling go 
together “like peanut butter/jelly.” And his 
childlike cantering through the televised rac- 
es is goofy enough that you wince to see him 
humiliated by his own greed. Jared O’Brien is 
tightly wound Wallace who follows the po- 
nies with a jerky, almost incantatory grace. 
James William Ijames makes palpable Ken's 
urgent concerns and literal sensibility — if 
not his volatility when crossed. And as the ca- 
shier, Jacqui Parker delivers knife-sharp non- 
chalance on a platter. These guys are lucky 
she’s behind a glass barrier. ©

The 
Noé! Coward Celebration, a revue

Sir Noél Coward remains one of the most 
bankable dramatists, the frequent re- 
vivals of Hay Fever and Private Lives attest. 
But in his heyday, between World War | and 
World War |, Coward flourished not just as 
a playwright but also as a performer, a com- 
poser of popular songs, and a bon vivant. 

An unlikely late success was his Las Vegas 
act; it was recorded for posterity and is still 
available on CD. 

Among the catalogue S00 songs Cow- 
ard turned out are some that remain cabaret 
standards: See You Again,” “Mad Dogs 
and Englishmen,” “If Love Were All.” Then 
there are the droll novelty numbers, among 
them “Mrs. Worthington” and “The Stately 
Homes of England.” Marvelous Party is the 
first revue to be authorized by Coward's es- 
tate since his death, in 1973; ART is mount- 
ing “to showcase the musical talents 
the resident actors, because there are so 
many story songs and acting moments,” 
says Elliot Norton Award-winning director 
Scott Edmiston, who helms the proceed- 
ings. “! selected the songs they would sing. 


glimpses of the musical smarts of the cast: 
Remo Airaldi, Thomas Derrah, Will LeBow, 
and Karen MacDonald.

Thierrée and Coleman Lemieux Pillow

hildren from theatrical families 
are often said have been born 
Aurélia Thierrée turns the cliché 
its head. first view her dis- 
embodied hand emerging from the drawer 
wooden dresser, waving sinful ciga- 
rette, grabbing luscious slice cake. 
When foot pokes out from different 
drawer, the hand somehow manages to 
slip red suede pump onto it, and the foot 
wriggles with unmistakable air sat- 
isfaction. the time Thierrée has slung 
her whole body out of the bottom drawer, 
looking for all the world like sultry 
lounge singer rising from swoon against 
the lid piano, the “fact” that she has 
three legs seems completely convincing 
explanation the earlier contortionism. 
Those red pumps feminine, popping 
with color grow talismanic the po- 
tions and cookies that guided Alice her 
adventures down the rabbit hole. 

Aurélia Thierrée’s trippy world 
the product collaboration with her 
mother, Victoria Thierrée Chaplin, who’s 
credited for the show’s concept and direc- 
tion. Chaplin the youngest daughter 
Charlie Chaplin and Oona 
(which makes Aurélia Eugene O’Neill’s

The pac- 
ing masterly, and some the images 
are indelible gasped when Martinez, 
calling out Aurélia’s name, watched help- 
lessly she was sucked into funnel and 
turned into the sand the bottom 
hourglass.

the larger Ted Shawn Theatre stage, 
meanwhile, different type legacy was 
being played out. Bill Coleman and his wife, 
Laurence Lemieux, had come to the Pillow 
from Montreal for choreographic residency 
last spring.

might grow up to be. The Dome includes a 
procession the chorale “Jesu bleibet meine 
Freude” (“Jesu Joy of Man’s Desiring”) where 
the children walk line looking upward, 
with softly cupped hands. One remem- 
bered, suddenly, that Shawn had started 
out as a seminarian. Dance was nothing less 
than his church.

Kudelka 
spends Beethoven’s noble measures tangling 
the couples into complicated knots just 
wrangle them out. finds endless ways 
to get the women onto the men’s shoulders 
they can perch preen lie luxuriantly 
The dancers especially go-for- 
broke Kate Alton and Peter Trosztmer 
squabbled with Ivanochko had 
acrobatic moves comfortably their bodies, 
but the sentiments?

s much as I adored The Sopranos, 
I have to wonder about the rush 
anoint the best television 
series ever, In fact, I don’t think 
it was even the best series to leave 
the air this past season.

And whereas other great series in their 
last bow have gone for the mighty final ges- 
ture — Seinfeld and St. Elsewhere, in addition to 
The Sopranos Slings Arrows gracefully glides

thought, but let’s start the beginning. Oli- 
ver Welles any relation Orson probably 
intentional the artistic director the 
safely successful New Burbage Theatre Festi- 
val. turns the one day and sees his 
former protégé, Geoffrey Tenant, chain him- 
self the doors his theater rather than let 
the landlord close down. This what the- 
ater should be about, thinks Oliver, who goes 
out and gets soused recalls how lost 
his artistic vision.

Before you can say, “There are more things 
in heaven and earth, Horatio,” Oliver is haunt- 
ing Geoffrey’s waking hours with hint 
how better interpret Hamlet here and bit 
spiritus ex machina there, the latter to get rid 
wayward Ophelia. This could all Edgar- 
Allan-Poe-meets-Topper the writing and act- 
ing extraordinary. 

The relationship between Stephen 


Oliver and Paul Gross’s Geoffrey 
vivid and charged with envy and black- 
humored bitterness with touches love 
and respect that it’s hard even entertain 
the notion that Oliver is a manifestation 
of Geoffrey’s dottiness.

No, no, 
father’s dead and killed him.” 

Along with the compassion comes such 
perfectly timed scorn for the actress’s lack 
understanding that you don’t know whether 
laugh cry.

Arriving in Manhattan in January 1924 on 
the liner SS Paris, accompanied by 30 of his 
followers, Gurdjieff saluted the waiting pho- 
tographers with ironic tip his astrakhan 
hat. “Comes To Save America,” ran the cap- 
tion the New York Times, equally ironic. 
Basta Records has released lovingly 
curated package Oriental Suite contain- 
ing four CDs plus large and beautiful 
hardcover book. The book historical 
treasure trove, and the discs represent feat 
of reconstruction: here for the first time, 
performed Holland’s Metropole Orches- 
tra with conductor Jan Stulen, the strange 
and stately music that audiences at the 1924 
demonstrations would have heard 
accompaniment the dancing. Gurdjieff 
wrote the music with Thomas Hart- 
mann, Russian composer who was also 
one his most faithful pupils: Gurdjieff 
would “dictate” melody whistling, 
humming tapping out rhythm few 
one-handed notes the piano and Hart- 
mann would provide the orchestral setting. 
The came from way down 
the Gurdjieffian memory banks, from his 
childhood and his wandering youth: der- 
vish hymns, sacred dances, Caucasian folk 
songs, peasant riffs and prayers. Reclaiming 


this ancient, unrecorded musical language 
was part of the modernist project: in 1906 
Béla had gone roaming Transda- 
nubia, transcribing more than three hun- 
dred folk songs. But purpose ran 
deeper than ethnomusicology. When linked 
the Sacred Movements had devised for 
his troupe dancers, the music Oriental 
Suite was exercise mystical discipline. 
“The movements of which these dances con- 
sist,” explained one his handouts, “have 
double purpose: they express and contain 
certain knowledge, and the same time, 
they serve method attaining harmo- 
nious state of being.” Katherine Mansfield, 
after watching rehearsal the dance The 
Initiation of the Priestess, wrote to a friend, “It 
contains the whole life woman but 
everything! Nothing left out. taught 
me, it gave me more of woman's life than 
any book poem.” 

Inevitably, perhaps, American audiences 
were interested less the spiritual grammar 
the Movements than the way the impre- 
sario exert almost telekinetic 
control over his dancers: the “STOP!” exercise 
particular, sometimes prolonged for min- 
utes end, made big impression. From 
New York, site the first demonstrations, 
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the journalist William Seabrook reported the 
following: “The troupe was deployed extreme 
backstage, facing the audience. At his com- 
mand they came racing full tilt towards the 
footlights. We expected to see a wonderful 
exhibition of arrested motion. But instead 
Gurdjieff turned his back, and was lighting 

cigarette. the next split second aerial 
human avalanche was flying through the 
air, across the orchestra, down among empty 
chairs, on the floor, bodies pell-mell, piled 
on top of each other, arms and legs sticking 
out weird postures frozen there, com- 
plete immobility and silence. Only after 
had happened did turn and look 
them.” injuries were reported. 

In matters of money, Gurdjieff flew by 
the seat of his pants. He arrived in the US 
expecting rich returns from this “dollar- 
growing” country, but after a month of free 
demonstrations and private lectures New 
York, his group were without funds. the 
doleful words of Thomas de Hartmann, 

“Mr. Gurdjieff . . . told us that we were now 
responsible for our own livelihood and each 
of us should look for work.” The dancers 
obediently hit the employment agencies, 
and a subcareer as a Manhattan dishwasher 
loomed for Hartmann. But then more cash 
was found, and the caravan turned north, 

Boston. Gurdjieff installed himself 

the Arlington; his pupils found beds the 
YMCA and the YWCA. The second night’s 
performance at the Fine Arts Theatre, re- 
ported the Post, was attended by students 
from Harvard, BU, Radcliffe, Wellesley, and 
Simmons, well the director the 
Boston Public Library’s music department 
and number psychology professors and 
other instructors.” The next day, Gurdjieff 
and his traveling metaphysical circus set out 
for Chicago, The dancers were back France 
by the end of the month, and Gurdjieff fol- 
lowed them in June, having founded the 
New York branch of the Institute for the Har- 
monious Development of Man. 

In his wake he left confusion, skepticism, 
scandal, apocrypha, scattered revelations.

Mark Morris revives Purcell’s Dido and Aeneas 


Tanglewood; Cosi fan tutte Beacon Hill

n 1989, during his controversial residen- 
cy in Brussels, Mark Morris created Dido 
and Aeneas, a dance setting of the hour- 
long operatic masterpiece that Henry 
Purcell had composed for performance 
by the students of Josias Priest's School 
for Young Ladies 300 years earlier. It’s the 
greatest English opera before Handel, and — 
probably because of its modest requirements 
— more often revived than almost any other 
opera English, though less often “revived” 
the sense being given new life. 

For Morris, became gender-bend- 
ing opportunity: played both Dido, the 
Queen Carthage who falls love with the 
Trojan prince fleeing from the destruction 
of his homeland, and her nemesis, a Sor- 
ceress bent on Dido’s destruction. The two 
characters became alter egos, Janus faces: 
one longing for happiness, the other self-de- 
structive, embodiment the impulse 
have undermine our own deepest desires. 
The grotesque gestures mimic 
and mock Dido’s gestures love and long- 
ing. (Dido’s passionate thrust her hands 
downward from her chest toward her groin, 
for instance, gets inverted into violent up- 
ward stomach-to-throat hara-kiri slash.) It 
was tour-de-force for Morris the dancer; 
was also profound and moving contempo- 
Tary interpretation. 

The American premiere Dido took place 
here Boston, the Majestic Theatre 
June 1989. Craig Smith conducted the Em- 
manuel Orchestra, and the late Lorraine 
Hunt Lieberson sang heart-rending Dido, 
with James Maddalena humanizing the 
cardboard Aeneas Nahum stilted 
but efficient libretto, tenor Frank Kelley 
the voice the malevolent Sorceress (more 
gender bending), and soprano Jayne West 
Dido’s loving sister, Belinda. became 
instant cultural landmark; yet 1998, Mor- 
ris had decided retire this staple his rep- 
ertoire. Was getting tired it? said 
was tired having long hair. And perhaps 
was longer his own technical 
demands. 

Then last year, part the Mark Morris 
Dance Group’s 25th-anniversary season at 
the Brooklyn Academy Music, resur- 
rected Dido, with svelte and lithe Amber Dar- 
ragh Dido and rambunctious, exuberant 
Bradon the Sorceress. didn’t 
work. The insights one dancer the two 
opposite roles had provided were lost, along 
with the concomitant technical excitement. 

But Morris has again rethought Dido, and 
in two performances at Tanglewood’s Seiji 
Ozawa Hall last Thursday and Friday, Dar- 
ragh played Dido and the Sorceress one night 


night. And though neither dancer has quite 
the uninhibited wildness and pinpoint con- 
trol that Morris possessed his best years 
a dancer, or the dominating largeness — and 
largesse — of his gestures, the real Dido and 
Aeneas is now back. These were both satisfy- 
ing performances, and Bostonians will have 
a chance to see them next May, back at the 
Majestic, as part of the Celebrity Series of 
Boston, with Morris conducting. 

reluctant make invidious compari- 
sons. Long-limbed and elegant, Darragh 
one Morris’s most ravishing dancers. 
No movement of hers isn’t beautiful, even 
when, as the Sorceress, she’s parodic. As 
woman playing two women, she can’t 
convey the sexual tension inherent the 
original cross-dressing. queen, she’s 
naturally regal and feminine. 

as a man, has to feminize his regality; he’s 
less but more feminine than Dar- 
When she’s the Sorceress, Darragh’s 
coarseness is a theatrical jolt, because it’s 
such contrast her refinement Dido. 
McDonald is a broader witch, almost slap- 
stick more like Morris. Both dancers make 
poignant Didos; both are funny and sinis- 
ter her evil twin. For both Darragh and 
playing both roles sharpened 
their performances the one played 
before. 

The dancers wearing ambisexual black 
sarongs were characterful and precise 
“Courtiers, Witches, Spirits, Sailors, and 
Conscience.” Standouts included hunky, 
bare-chested Craig Biesecker the tor- 
mented Aeneas, touching Maile Okamura 
Belinda, and tiny Lauren Crant “boozy” 
hornpiping sailor. 

The orchestra and the singers were 
perched the balcony behind the Ozawa 
Hall stage. The superb British contempo- 
specialist and Tanglewood famil- 
iar Stefan Asbury was scheduled conduct, 
but visa problems, gather, prevented his 
timely arrival, Tanglewood Music Center 
conducting fellow Kazem Abdullah, who'd 
prepared all the rehearsals, substituted. 
maintained crisp, lively pace that also al- 
lowed him expansive and elegiac the 
final tragic moments. The playing was tight 
and charming. Craig Smith’s conducting 
was broader, larger-scaled, reflecting Mor- 
Tis’s own grandeur. But suspect Abdullah 
was giving Morris exactly the new buoyancy 
wanted. 

The singers, also TMC fellows, had good 
and sometimes beautiful voices. Soprano 
Eve-Lyn de la Haye and alto Rebecca Jo Loeb, 
in small roles, and bass Mischa Bouvier in 
the chorus had already impressed playing

back for the Tanglewood perfor- 
mance this Tuesday, June 10.) Alto Christin-

tone Christopher Johnstone Aeneas was 
another whose words could make out. 
Their position above the stage was prob- 
ably challenge good diction, but some 
the singers were more intelligible than 
others, and several improved considerably 
at the second performance, so I can’t lay the 
entire blame the acoustics Ozawa Hall.
